A few private printing plants 
turn *»ut more tons of print«*«! paper 
a vear 'but these run on a few large 
jol »s. 
While 
they have 
a 
large 
amount of press work they «!o a far 
smaller amount o>£ work in other re­ 
spects. 
It 
is a noteworthy fa/*t that the 
principal -ingle job of the Govern­ 
ment Printing? Office is done for the 
American farm er— the 
printing 
of 
400,6(1(1 copies annually <»f the Ag­ 
ricultural Year 
Book, requiring 1,- 
200,000 {xjunds of paper. 170,000,- 
000 |N>iinds «>f hinder hoard, 50,000 
yards of vellum for **ov«*r, and 580 
sp o o ls of thread. 
The job that is 
iiu.st generally known to th<* public 
i- tin* publication of the Congres­ 
sional Record. 
The copy for this

SAYS KLAN WORK 


BRINGS ATTACK 


PLACED ON RAILROAD TRACK 


Declares Three Masked Men San- 


bagged And Bound Him Before 


Taking Him Away In Auto

Wa'ldron, Ind., Sept., S.^The Rev. 


Ulysses S. Johnson pastor of .the 
Waldron Baptist church, who was 
attacked by -three masked men Wed- 
nesday night, bound and left on a 
railroad track, according to bis own 
story, has recovered sufficiently to 
describe what he calls an attack 
on his life and which, he says was 
probably provoked- by his work for 
the Ku KIux Klan. 


The Rev. Johnson was slowly re- 


covering from his injuries although 
he still speaks with difficulty and 
complains of severe pains in his 
body and head. 


Three masked men made the at- 


tack on him while he was on his way 
to the home of Harrison Burns in 
Waldron to spend the night, Mr. 
Johnson said. The men wore large 
handkerchiefs over their faces, two 
wore -slouch hats and the third wore- 
a cap, he said. He was unable -to 
describe the physique of the men be- 
cause of the suddenness of the at- 
tack. 


Mr Johnson said he had nsed a 


flashlight in proceeding along 
the 


dark street to the home of 
Mr. 


Burns, where he and Mrs. Johnson 
had been staying at nights for sev- 
eral weeks. He intimated having re- 
ceived threats against his life, but 
would not state definitely the nature 
of.. these warnings. 


After the three men bad knocked 


him to (the ground, 
Mr. Johnsom 


states that one of the assailants 
whispered: 


"Now we've got yon where 
we 


want yon. You've delivered your 'last 
lecture and organized rour last 
klan." 


Th« men then threw pepper in his 


eyes and 'bound his hands and -feet 
with wire. During the struggle, Mr. 
Johnson said he sunk his teeth into 
the hands of one of the men. 
An- 


other of the assailants spoke into the 
ear of the minister: 


If you will tell us how to get in- 


to the klan and where you meet, we 
will not kill you." 


Mr. Johnson says he shook 'his 


head in ithe negative and then was 
stunned by » blow on the head,' pre- 
sumably from a sandbag. He says 
he has recollection of being carried 
along in an automobile and realized 
that he was being placed on a rail- 
road track. He managed to squirm

Firpo knows UK much right now

working with Firpo he tried above 
everything else to teach the
